Magruder Confesses 
To Bugging, Cover-up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jeb Stuart Magruder 


confessed Watergate involvement today, said 
as far as he knows President Nixon had no 
knowledge of "our errors in this matter," but 
said a White House aide was told of the 
wiretapping plan three months before it was 
executed. 


Magruder said he informed Gordon 


Strachan, a White House aide who worked 
directly for presidential chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman. 


Testifying 
at the Senate's 
televised 


Watergate hearings, he said he personally 
informed Strachan 
that plans for the 


wiretapping had been approved by John N. 
Mitchell. 


Magruder said Mitchell, the campaign 


director and former attorney general, ap- 
proved the final $250,000 bugging proposal on 
March 30,1972, at Key Biscayne, Fla. He said 
the operation was first proposed by G. Gordon 
Liddy, then a campaign aide, later convicted as 
a Watergate conspirator. 


"No one was completely overwhelmed with 


the project. But we thought the information 
could be useful and Mr. Mitchell approved the 
project," said Magruder. 


This meeting had followed two meetings 


earlier in the year where Mitchell had first 
rejected a $l-million proposal and then a 
$500,000 plan, Magruder testified. 


Logs of wiretapped telephone conversations 


were regularly given to Mitchell, Magruder 
said. 


He said Strachan also saw the logs, but didn't 


receive copies of them for his own use. 


Magruder said Mitchell was angry at Liddy 


because there was little useful information in 
the logs. "He said they were worthless, and not 
worth the money we paid," Magruder recalled. 


Strachan, who viewed the documents in 


Magruder's office, also agreed that there was 


. little of substance in them, Magruder said. 


Boy Amputee Keeps Hospital Staff Active

Wearing a forced-serious look 


on his face as he allowed young 
Phillip Prasifka to examine the 
stethoscope hanging around his 
neck, the orderly, R. M. (Bob) 
Brooks, watched as the boy 
pretended to try getting a closer 
look at it and suddenly blew into 
the listening device. 


"Ha, I've fooled you. It (the 


chamber) was closed," teased 
the white-dressed orderly as he 
removed the tubes from his ears 
and patted Phillip on the head. 


The dark-eyed ten-year-old 


grinned as Brooks told the in- 
terviewing Daily Sun reporter, 
"We pick on each other all the 
time." 


Adjusting his wheel chair, 


Phillip turned and pointed to 
two plastic doll-like objects 
dangling from strings on a bar 
over his bed. "That dog with the 
floppy ears was named after 
Bob", he said. "The little red 
Devil is Cindy." 


Cindy Miller, the physical 


therapist who earlier in the day 
began teaching Phillip how to 
walk again, had left the room 
only a few moments before the 
stethoscope 
prank. She had 


come in just long enough to 
bring 
Phillip some tacos 


delivered 
from 
a 
local 


restaurant. 


"I'll 
pay you for them," 


Phillip offered, but the blonde 
therapist smiled and refused to 
accept his money. 


"He's made a lot of friends 


here," said the boy's mother, 
Mrs. Tim Prasifka who has 
been taking turns with her 
husband in coming from Hut- 
chins, Tex. to Navarro County 
Memorial Hospital to sit with 
Phillip until he is released.

television so he could be in- 
terviewed and photographed, 
Phillip said he is "feeling O.K." 
and has been in the hospital 
"two weeks Wednesday." 


The dark-haired lad ap- 


parently has accepted the fact 
that he has lost his left leg and 
has refused to let the loss slow 
down his active pace. 


"When I go home, 
I'll 


probably float around," Phillip 
said and grinned as he waited 
for the perplexed interviewer to 
ask the obvious question. 


"What do you mean by 'float 


around', Phillip?" 


"You see, my cousin has a 


new swimming pool and I'm 
going to learn to swin," he said. 
He also plans to spend time 
practicing with a new pellet 
rifle and B.B. pistol given to 
him by a Corsicana merchant. 


And, "as soon as possible", 


Phillip plans to be fitted with an 
artificial leg. 


Mrs. Prasifka is proud that 


her son "has been a real man 
about the whole thing", and 
feels fortunate that he was not 
killed in the accident which 
resulted in amputation of the 
leg. 


Phillip will be in the fifth 


grade next fall and is the oldest 
child in the Prasifka family. 
Other children are 
Tommy, 


who is "almost nine years old"; 
seven-year-old Donna; and two- 
year-old Matt. Their father has 
a business in Hutchins 
called 


Prasifka Brothers which deals 
with selling tires and carpet 
grass. 


"I sometimes help Daddy lay 


the grass during the summers 
and on some Saturdays," the 
boy said. 


"IT WAS ABOUT 3:15 A.M. or 


3:30 a.m. on May 30 and we 
were hauling 1,000 yards of 
grass on a semi-truck trailer 
from Bay City. When we went 
around an 'S' curve, the 
steering wheel locked and the 
truck cab turned over on its top. 
I was thrown to the driver's side 
and was pinned under the truck 
for one hour and 30 minutes. I 
never passed out. 


"Dad got out through a hole 


that was impossible to get out of 
but he did it. The truck caught 
on fire after it turned over but 
when he crawled out he put the 
fire out with dirt. 


"Then he ran about 100-200 


yards to a house. He got a 
flashlight and told the people to 
call wreckers and an am- 
bulance. Then, Daddy flagged 
down a bus coming one way and 
that bus flagged down another 
coming from the opposite 
direction. The bus drivers tried 
to use jacks to lift up our truck 
so they could pull me out, but 
the jacks weren't big enough 
and we had to wait for the 
wrecker. The first wrecker was 
not big enough, so they had to 
call another. 


"I never felt any pain. I was 


too scared. While we were 
waiting for the wrecker, I 
talked to a highway patrolman, 
two ambulance drivers and a 
guy on one of the buses. They 
just said for me to be calm and 
every time I felt the truck lift to 
hold on to them and pull out." 


"When the second wrecker 


came and lifted the truck, I 
pulled myself out through the 
driver's side window Daddy had 
broken out with a crowbar." 


The boy said he remembers 


someone saying his left leg was 
badly injured and he would 
have lost a lot of blood except 


that the steering wheel pinning 
down his leg served as a tour- 
niquet to reduce bleeding. He 
received two pints of blood 
when he arrived at the hospital 
and additional blood later. 


Phillip was placed under 


anesthetic and at about 7 a.m. 
that day, the shattered leg was 
amputated above the knee. 


PHYSICAL THERAPISTS at 


the hospital say Phillip is very 
well adjusted for a 10-year-old 
and is working hard to master 
the use of crutches. He began 
physical therapy Monday by 
successfully 
walking 
the 


parallel bars without problems 
and was allowed to try a set of 
crutches. Later he lifted some 
weights. He is expected to 
undergo this therapy treatment 
twice daily until he is released 
in another week to ten days. 


But between the therapy 


sessions young Phillip is bound 
to find activities and people to 
occupy his time. 


Mrs. 
Prasifka said many 


people have stopped by to visit 
Phillip, and he has made many 
friends with other patients in 
the hospital. She noted that one 
patient in particular was a nine- 
year-old Ennis girl named 
Cindy who was also restricted to 
a wheel chair after she was 
bitten on the foot by a cop- 
perhead snake. 


"One day last week we, 


Cindy and I' had a race from 
my room down to the end of the 
hall. I won." He said the girl 
"has gone home now." 


The excitement of being in- 


terviewed wore off after this 
reporter had nearly exhausted 
his supply of questions, and a 
more interesting sound caught 
the ten-year-old's attention. 
Satisfied with the information 


he had jotted down in his 
notebook, 
the 
interviewer 


thanked the lad who then 
whirled the wheelchair around 
to watch that magnificent horse 
"Fury" flash on the television 
screen.

Simmons Vows To Kill Youth Jobs Before Seeing Program Go to NCAC

After hearing accusations 


that his objections to the 
Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee were based on a "per- 
sonality clash" with NCAC 
Director Jerome Vacek, County 
Commissioner Arlon Simmons 
said Wednesday afternoon that 
he would rather "kill" an $8,160 
summer job program for the 
youth of Navarro County rather 
than see it go to NCAC. 


The comments were made 


during a 1 p.m. meeting bet- 
ween Navarro Junior College 
officials and all the members of 
the Navarro County Com- 
missioners Court in the trust 
department conference room of 
the First National Bank of 
Corsicana. College 
President 


Ben Jones and NJC Board of 
Trustee members C. E. Mid- 
dleton, Oliver Albritton and 
Leighton B. Dawson were 
present to consider an offer for 
NJC to implement a youth 
summer job program offered by 
the 
Department 
of Labor 


through the North Central 


Texas Council of Governments. 
(NCTCOG). 


Monday, during a regular 


meeting of the NJC trustees in 
the NJC Board Room, Chair- 
man Dawson appointed himself 
and three other trustees to 
confer with Comm. Simmons 
about the offer (made by 
Simmons) for the college to 
handle 
the 
summer 
job 


program. This committee was 
given power to take official 
action in behalf of the entire 
NJC board. One of the com- 
mittee members, 
Dr. Louis 


Gibson, was not present at the 
Wednesday afternoon meeting 
with the county commissioners. 


The NJC ended Wednesday's 


hour-long meeting without 
reaching a decision. They 
decided "to think about it" 
while the program is studied 
further. 
Middleton, 
who 


presided at this meeting, said 
the 
committee 
will meet 


"sometime Friday" and said 
the news media will be notified 
of the time and place of the 
meeting. 


William J. McKie, Chairman 


of the Navarro County Action 
Committee Board of Directors, 
told the NJC trustees that 
Simmons 
had 
been 
in- 


strumental in opposing a North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments staff 
recom- 


mendation 
that 
NCAC be 


allowed to implement 
the 


summer youth job program. 


PERSONALITY CLASH 
"It's a personality clash, in my 
opinion, between Mr. Simmons 
and our (NCAC) director which 
I think shouldn't have a thing in 
the world to do with it (the 
decision as to whether or not 
NCAC will be allowed to im- 
plement 
the summer job 


program)," McKie said. He told 
the NJC trustees that if they 
"want to get into the Welfare 
business" by implementing this 
and other programs designed to 
help poverty-level people, then 
NCAC will help them, but that 
NCAC is now in the welfare 
business and plans to stay in 


, this business. 


' Simmons said he has heard 
accusations that his opposition 


to NCAC's implementation of 
the summer job program is 
"strictly a political situation." 
He said the basis of his op- 
position is that "local education 
facilities are offering the same 
type of education" which NCAC 
wants to administer and that 
this work by NCAC "is in direct 
competition" with the local 
public schools and junior 
college 
which 
are 
"well 


prepared and have personnel to 
handle" teaching and training 
programs. 


McKie replied that poverty- 


level people who qualify for 
NCAC programs, especially 
Mexican-American and black 
participants, are scared of the 
college environment and will 
not go to the college for classes 
and training. 


HARGROVE FAVORS 
County Commissioner Billy 


Hargrove was the only member 
of the commissioners court to 
take a stand in favor of letting 
NCAC administer the summer 
youth job program. He gave the 
opinion that low income people 


who now go to NCAC for 
educational development would 
not go to the junior college to 
even apply for education and 
training classes. 


McKie said one of his main 


concerns in attending the 
Wednesday meeting was that he 
did not want the record to 
reflect that the county com- 
missioners object to NCAC 
handling the summer youth 
program because NCAC is 
being "phased out." McKie said 
NCAC is not being "phased out" 
and noted that the U. S. 
Congress probably will extend 
Office of Economic programs 
(which help pay NCAC ad- 
ministrative costs) for another 
year 
despite 
efforts 
by 


President Nixon to axe the OEO 
program. (Chairman Dawson, 
during Monday's meeting, 
quoted Comm. Simmons as 
saying he did not want NCAC to 
handle 
the 
summer 
job 


program because NCAC is 
being "phased out".) 


McKie 
said 
NCAC 
has 


already 
been working on 


preparations for this summer 


youth job program and has 
already drawn up a plan to 
implement the program if the 
county commissioners should 
decide to designate NCAC to do 
this work. 


The NCAC chairman said the 


North Central Texas Council of 
Governments 
administration 


had originally recommended 
that NCAC implement the 
programs in Navarro, Johnson 
and Ellis counties (at a total 
cost of $24,559 for the three- 
county area). He said 
the 


NCTCOG 
Executive Council, 


upon 
recommendation 
by 


Simmons who is one of 11 
members of the council, later 
decided not to let NCAC handle 
the program in these three 
counties, but rather, to let these 
counties, plus Hunt County, 
handle 
their summer job 


programs on a county-by- 
county basis with the com- 
missioners court appointing the 
administering agency. 


Comm. Simmons said 
that, 


prior to making his objections to 
NCAC before the North Central 
Texas Council of Governments 


Executive 
Council, 
a 


representative from the NCT- 
COG Manpower program came 
to Corsicana and submitted a 
plan to three members of the 
commissioners court at the 
Holiday Inn. He said the three 
members "concurred" with the 
plan "except that portion where 
it included NCAC as the ad- 
ministrator." He said that at 
the board meeting a week later, 
he learned that Ellis and 
Johnson counties had also 
objected 
to 
NCAC's 
ad- 


ministration of the program, 
and that Hunt County had ob- 
jections to the NCTCOG ad- 
ministration recommendations 
for implementing the plan. He 
said 
NCTCOG 
guidelines 


provide that no plan will be 
approved over the objections of 
the local elected public officials 
so the board voted unanimously 
to let these four counties decide 
for themselves who should 
administer the summer youth 
job programs.

Singles Churches Answer Deeper Needs of Lonely People-and They're Thriving

the city that made the swinging 
single famous. Its members are 
mostly in their 30s to 50s and 
their fountain is church instead 
of the bustling bar scene. 


The new scene has nothing to 


do with any religious revival. 
It's more a phenomenon of 
need: The individuals' desire 
for an alternative to the "meat 
shop" atmosphere of the bars 
and the churches' efforts to fill a 
void left by the flight of married 
members to the suburbs. 


The Maxwell's Plum of the 


church scene is the Universalist 


Church of New York and a typ- 
ical Friday night has to be seen 
to be believed: long lines early 
in the evening, scalpers hawk- 
ing tickets, the overflow pound- 
ing on the doors for admittance. 


The attraction is a special rap 


session, a super icebreaker that 
bypasses polite chit-chat and 
gets 
straight 
to 
personal 


opinions and experiences. 


"It's the equivalent of several 


hours of idle chatter at a cock- 
tail lounge. If they are at all 
honest about themselves, you 
tend to get to know people in a 


relatively short period of time," 
said John Bowen, 46, president 
of the church's singles group, 
Lib Women and Lib Men. 


The church got into the sin- 


gles scene in November 1971, 
with newspaper advertisements 
saying: "Sick of the Sexist Sin- 
gles Scene. An experiment in 
human relationships, socializ- 
ing, rap on liberation. Refresh- 
ments.No sex role hangups. 
Bring ideas, humor." 


In the early days about 30 


people showed up. Today, the 
sessions easily draw a capacity 


of 350 people on Friday night at 
$4 a head and 150 on Monday 
night at $3. 


The singles scene has been 


the salvation for the church. 
Prior to 1971, its membership 
was down to 50 and income did 
not cover operating expenses. 
Now the membership is up to 
150 and the church is over the 
break-even point. 


To accomodate the crowds, a 


dozen pews have been removed 
and folding chairs are set up in 
clusters around the church — in 
the basement, in the eaves, 


even in the sanctuary. 


The program is simple. 
After a coffee and registra- 


tion period, the participants 
split into groups of 12 to discuss 
a common subject — "What un- 
spoken demands do I bring to a 
relationship?" or "How much 
do I want to know about my 
partners past relationships?" 
or "How do I handle rejection?" 


After about an hour there is 


more socializing. 


Plastic cups of wine go on sale 


for 50 cents. Recorded rock 
music 
fills 
the 
building. 


Mingling begins. Telephone 
numbers are exchanged. Con- 
versation seems to be easier 
because even the tongue-tied 
can ask," How did your group 
go." Name tags — first names 
only — help too. 


Subtleties are often spared. 
"I talked to a girl for 20 min- 


utes and she told me she was 
from New Jersey. I said 'Why 
do you waste my time? I can't 
get involved with someone from 
New Jersey,'" recalled Mike Si- 
mons, 37, a printing ink sales- 
man, who lives on Manhattan's 


West Side and does not have a 
car. 


Simons has been coming to 


the church for four months. To 
him the idea that single men in 
New York can easily land dates 
is pure myth. He said most of 
the people he meets through 
work are men and that the 
women he meets in bars are in- 
evitably 19-year-old coeds. 


"Most of the men and women 


here are divorced," said Si- 
mons. "I have a lot in common 
with them."

R. Henderson Shuffler said it: 


"Everything the cowboy ever 
learned 
was 
from 
the 


Mexicans." 


This probably has been noted 


before, but Shuffler has a spe- 
cial reason to mention it. 


The whole thing began not 


long ago when William D. 
Wittliff, well known in literary 
circles, walked unannounced 
into Shuffler's office in the In- 
stitute of Texan Cultures in San 
Antonio. 


Wittliff, publisher of the En- 


cino Press in Austin, dumped 


boxes of pictures on Shuffler's 
desk. 


From those photographs grew 


a spectacular exhibit for which 
there is considerable clamor. 


His 35 m.m. negatives were 


used to produce 
dramatic 


prints, some the size of a wall. 


Together they are titled 


"Genesis of the Texas Cow- 
boy." 


There can be no question of 


the success of the enterprise. 
For the Mexican government 
has asked that the captions be 
translated into Spanish for a 
display for that southern coun- 
try. 


Everything turned out so well 


that the institute has other such 
projects in the works, including 
one on Sam Houston and anoth- 
er on 150 years of the Texas 
Ranger. 


Perhaps the inspiration for 


the whole thing came from Joe 
B. Frantz, director of the Texas 
State Historical Association. 


Frantz lured Wittliff to north- 


ern Mexico. 


Now Wittliff hasn't been a 


cowboy in a long time. He looks 
like a city feller. 


Which may be one reason his 


pictures are so great, for Wittl- 
iff acted like he had forgotten 


that a frightened horse or a 
charging bull can turn a man 
into a hospital case in a second. 


So he just stood his ground 


and shot, according to Frantz. 


Don't know whether it was his 


courage, if you want to call it 
that, or his personality, or both, 
but Wittliff became a great 
favorite with the vaqueros on 
the ranch. 


Wittliff concentrated on what 


Frantz calls the ranch trinity: 
cattle, horses and men. 


It doesn't sound sensible to 


go south of the border to shoot 
cowboy pictures in Mexico 
when Texas itself is a great 


cattle country. 


But ranches as known during 


the evolvement of the cowboy 
are about gone in the United 
States. 


And Frantz says 
Wittliff's 


pictures were "shot at almost 
the last moment in history." 


This is because the northern 


Mexico ranch, once half the 
size of Connecticut, is being cut 
down at this moment to 60,000 
acres under Mexico's land pro- 
gram. 


Why didn't the inventive pio- 


neer Anglos invent the cowboy 
themselves? 


Stop a moment to consider: 


No Anglos came to Texas in the 
early days to ranch. They came 
to farm. 


The open range wasn't safe 


for man or beast in western 
Texas, for the Indians pos- 
sessed it and they never looked 
kindly on interlopers, not even 
from outsider Indians. 


When Confederates returned 


from the war, they found South 
Texas overrun by untended, 
unowned cattle and the Indians 
were being pushed out. So the 
t;reat cattle ranches could be 
established. 


Also at hand was an unlimit- 


ed supply—in South Texas that 


is—of Mexicans who knew how 
to handle cattle and what tools 
were needed.

Cousin Belle loved all of the 


various pets except Aristotle 
the billy goat ans small wonder! 
There was a certain member of 
the congregation who would 


salve his conscience when he 
had erred by making a con- 
tribution to the church and just 
to play it safe also present the 
preachers family with a gift. We 
acquired Aristotle in this 
manner. One whiff of the goat 
led Cousin Belle to opine his 
sacrifice was not adequate for 
his sins. 


THIS CREATURE WAS AN 


ENIGMA to her and she gave 
him a wide berth. He had funny 
little chin whiskers, a short tail 
and a fancy set of horns which 
he used at the slightest 
provocation. He was churlish 
and anti-social and resented 
Cousin Belle hitching him to my 
brother's wagon and made 
short work of freeing himself by 
leaping into the air, then butting 
the thing feindishly. Just the 
day before he had eaten her 
blue flannel night gown off the 
clothes line and, although we 
kids fell down laughing, she 
took a dim view of the episode, 
however her love of pets led her 
to believe she could have been a 
good "veteran" taking care of 
sick animals. 


If a storm came up during her 


visits, she ordered us all to get 
under the bed and stay there 
for, 
what with electricity 


coming out of those wall 
sockets, we were bound to be 
"elexecuted." 


We had been cautioned never 


to laugh at her 
peculiar 


vocabulary but it became 
harder to ignore as we became 
more aware. When she told us of 
saving a man's life by putting a 
"tournament" on his arm to 
stop the bleeding my older 
sister had to leave the room! 


COUSIN BELLE HAS LONE 


SINCE gone to her reward but 
her malopropism is fondly 
recalled at family gatherings. 
Who knows of her biological 
heritage, the genes transmitted 
from her ancestors? What made 
her the way she was in one of 
life's beautiful mysteries and 
also makes her live unforgotten 
in our hearts. In departing, 
after a visit in our home, she 
would say: 'Til be just like a 
ship without an udder." 


Losing her left us with the 


same feeling. Margaret E. 
Sangster the poetess wrote a 
little simple verse that sums it 
up;

Mexico Unemployed 


Rising Sharply 


MEXICO CITY (AP)-Seven 


young Mexican chemical en- 
gineers sat with a government 
official. Frustrated and im- 
patient from six months of 
fruitless job hunting but still 
determined to work in their 
field, they had taken their com- 
plaint to the labor ministry. 


For the moment, however, 


the official was able to find only 
two possible openings. 


The unemployed engineers 


are in indication of what the 
government describes as Mexi- 
co's most serious problem. 


Labor ministry statistics, 


based on the 1970 census, show 
unemployment in Mexico rose 
166.4 
per cent during the last 


decade, while the number of 
new jobs grew only 17.4 per 
cent. The rate of labor asorption 
was one of the lowest in Latin 
America, according to the 
ministry. 


Although the unemployment 


rate officially was 3.73 per cent 
in 1970, well under the 50 per 
cent considered critical by the 
United Nations, the labor min- 
istry says that if immediate 
steps are not taken it will be 6.74 
per cent by 1980. 


The 
official unemployment 


rate includes only what the la- 
bor ministry considers "open 
unemployment," or the 484,187 
people between 15 and 65 years 
old who at the time of the census 
said they had been looking for 
jobs for at least six weeks. 
There is no official estimate of 
the number of unemployed 
professionals. 


Patrimony Minister Horacio 


Flores de la Pena recently said 
30 per cent of the labor force of 
nearly 13 million was per- 
manently unemployed or had 
"temporary access to a job that 
only permits them to live on a 
subsistence level." 


With a 3.4 per cent annual 


population growth rate, the 
country's labor force is ex- 
pected to be about 15.5 million 
by 1980. 


Many of those who work at 


least part-time do not receive 
the minimum wage which aver- 
ages $2.55 nationally and $2.22 
for farm workers. 


One way the government is 


trying to attack the problem is 
through more analysis and 
communication of job supply 
and demand. 


On the professional level the 


job center of the National Sci- 
ence and Technology Council 
(CONACYT) hopes to use an in- 
creasing number of foreign 
scholarships "to prepare people 
to fill the needs of the country." 
It tries to avoid the problem of 
the chemical engineers by 
directing young people into 
areas such as agronomy where 
there is strong demand. 


Although the CONACYT says 


there is "a tendency to use 
Mexican technology" and per- 
sonnel wherever possible, they 
deny reports abroad of plans to 
eliminate foreigners already 
working here. 


Such a move would contribute 


little to solving the problem. 
The foreign personnel of most 
companies is limited to five per 
cent of the total, and many of 
those have two-year visas which 
require them to train a Mexican 
to do their work. 


President 
Luis Echeverria 


recently urged university offi- 
cials to study the problem of 
jobs for university graduates 
and asked them not "to promote 
professions where there are no 
jobs." 


Even greater is the problem 


of unskilled labor. Often the 
unemployed are not qualified to 
fill many job openings that do 
exist, the labor ministry says. 


Many of the untrained come 


to the cities from rural areas 
where they survived on subsist- 
ence level farming. "Our people 
do not live from the field, they 
die from them," a CONACYT 
official said. As a result 22.4 per 
cent of the unemployed are in 
the capital where about 8 
million of Mexico's 50 million 
people live. 


Flores de la Pena estimated 


that to curb the migration and 
avoid further complicating the 
unemployment problem, 50 per 
cent of new jobs should be 
created in rural areas. The la- 
bor ministry said 70 per cent of 
the country's municipalities are 
exporters of labor. 


"Strong distortions" in Mexi- 


co's rural development over the 
past 30 years were partly re- 
sponsible for the problem, said 
a labor ministry official. 


"Development of fiscal capi- 


tal was given priority over the 
development of human capi- 
tal," he said. 


Mexico wants advanced tech- 


nology, he added, but tech- 
nology that corresponds to its 
stage of development. Estab- 
lished industry is not taking ad- 
vantage of its capacity because 
of the lack of a domestic mar-

Presbyterians Say 


Patriotism Includes 


Criticism, Dissent 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) - 


The general assembly of South- 
ern Presbyterians has decided 
that "my country, right or 
wrong", 
is 
not 
necessarily 


right. 


Following a lengthy debate 


here Tuesday the assembly ap- 
proved a statement on "faith 
and patriotism" which denied 
that the concept of "my coun- 
try, right or wrong," is true pa- 
triotism. 


The statement held that pa- 


triotism must include self-criti- 
cism of national life—that criti- 
cism of and dissent from na- 
tional policy is not necessarily 
"unpatriotic." 


The statement said that the 


Christian's first allegiance is to 
the "God of Jesus Christ," and 
that "whenever this nation or 
any other group 
commands 


that which we believe contrary 
to our higher loyalty, our obli- 
gation is clear ... we must 
obey God." 


Discussions over a break- 


away move by dissident con- 
servatives surfaced only occa- 
sionally Tuesday and the poten- 
tially volatile recommendation 
on pornography, obscenity and 
censorship won approval with- 
out challenge. 


The Council on Church and 


Society won unanimous accept- 
ance on its policy statement on 
the pornography issue, deleting 
a list of recommendations be- 
fore sending the issue to the 
governing assembly. 


Some viewed the deletion as 


a concession to a conservative 
faction opposed to the church 
taking stands on social issues. 


But a Council spokesman said 


that was not the case. 


"It was not a negative ac- 


tion," said the Rev. George 
Chauncey, of Richmond, Va., 
administrative 
officer of the 


council that drafted the policy 
paper. 


"The recommendations did 


not sufficiently reflect the sub- 
stance of the paper ... they 
were not as powerful as the pa- 
per," he said. 


In its eight-page statement, 


the council said, "The dangers 
of pornography or obscenity 
are best fought by parents, 
teachers, and ministers who by 
their own lives and by instruc- 
tion teach both children and 
adults the dignity and value of 
human life ..." 


Pornography, or obscenity, 


the council concluded, "loses 
its power and 
fascination," 


when "exposed for what it real- 
ly is; not some tremendous and 
delicious evil which is secretly 
relished even as it is right- 
eously opposed, but a stupid, 
trivial and boring paroday of 
the real joy, excitement, 
pleasure 
and 
wonder 
of 


authentic human life as God has 
willed and created."

debate, the delegates also voted 
to retain the $20,000 a year post 
of 
"Washington 
commu- 


nications executive" which the 
assembly approved a year ago.

announcing the speed 
limit 


Tuesday night, said there were 
as many accidents in the first 
four months of this year as in 
all of 1972. 


France's traffic toll last year 


was more than 18,600. The gov- 
ernment has not said how 
many have died so far this 
year. 


Messmer said, "I hope that 


these measures will reduce the 
number of serious accidents, 
which have become the scourge 
of France." 


The premier declined to say 


why the superhighways are 
being exempted from the new 
speed limits which become ef- 
fective 
July 
1. But 
knowl- 


edgeable sources said the gov- 
ernment's income from super- 
highway tolls could drop sharp- 
ly if if they were covered by a 
speed limit.

"Is it your statement that if 


this junior college decides not to 
administer this program, that 
you would let it 'fall by the way' 
before letting NCAC administer 
it?" McKie asked. 


"That would be my desire," 


Simmons said. 


Later during the meeting, 


Middleton asked whether there 
will be a summer youth 
program if the school system or 
junior college decides not to 
implement it. 


McKie said that "obviously 


Mr. Simmons wants somebody 
other than the Action Com- 
mittee to handle it," and if he 
cannot find anybody other than 
the Action Committee to handle 
it," 
and if he cannot find 


anybody else willing to handle 
it, then the Commissioners 
Court will have to decide "are 
we going to let the Action 
Committee handle it or are we 
going to kill it?" He added, 
"Mr. Simmons says he'll kill 
it." 


"I would be willing to (kill 


it)," Simmons commented. 


County Judge Rob Dunn then 


said, "I think I can speak for a 
majority of the court that, in 
this 
situation, 
the 
Com- 


missioners Court...would vote 
not to have the program. 


Comm. Hargrove, however, 


said he would vote for the 
program to be implemented by 
NCAC because "the summer 
program is a pretty good 
program for children who don't 
have jobs."

meeting, McKie said, "If the 
commissioners will state right 
here that they would vote to kill 
it, I personally would ask you to 
go ahead and handle the 
program.

(com- 


missioners) do what the Judge 
says he thinks they'll do." He 
noted that that the 
com- 


missioners had not actually 
voted on the matter yet. 


IN THE MIDDLE 


Middleton commented, "We 


don't want to get in the middle 
of this thing, but it looks like 
we're in the middle right now." 


At this point, Comm. Mon- 


tgomery 
told 
the college 


trustees he thinks NJC "would 
do a good job" with the program 
and urged them to accept the 
program offer. 


"I can't hardly see how you 


would be in the middle when, 
technically, we invited you to 
take it," Simmons said. 


"I still think it's more of a 


burden on the college than they 
need and I don't think it would 
reach the people who need the 
help by going through the 
college," Hargrove said. 


"I think that's a matter for 


the Commissioners Court to 
decide before they come to us," 
Dawson said. 


"I think it's already been 


decided," Dunn said, noting 
that "the majority is in favor of 
you all taking it as opposed to 
even having the program." 


Simmons said there has been 


no official Commissioners Court 
meeting to decide whether or 
not to turn down the summer 
program rather than let NCAC 
handle it. 


"Well, I think maybe we 


ought to clear up that little 
detail before we go any fur- 
ther," Dawson said. 


Albritton gave the opinion 


that NJC should not "take on 
anything that we can't do in the 
way it is intended to be operated 
and yet be consistent with the 
goals of our college." He ad- 
ded, "We want to do it right, if 
we're going to do it. If we can't 
do it and be consistent with all 
these things, then I sure don't 
want to do it." 


Shortly after Judge Dunn and 


the commissioners left the 
meeting room at 2 p.m., the 
NJC board members generally 
agreed that they need "to think 
about this a bit more" before 
reaching a decision. 


Middleton asked Dr. Jones 


whether he has studied the 
materials on the summer 
program 
and 
the college 


president said he has 
"not 


studied it in detail because it's a 
lot of material. Middleton then 
asked Dr. Jones to set up plans 
for the program in the event 
that the college decides to 
undertake the program. 


Dr. Jones said NCAC has
